The trend of the holiday trade in publishing 
and, necessarily, in retailing, in recent years, 
has been moreand more inthe direction of stand- 
ard and solid literature, until there are now few 
books left of the ordinary holiday type of yore. 
This is, on the whole, a healthful and encourag- 
ing sign, although, in the usual recurrence of 
fashions, it is not impossible that there may 
be within a few years a reaction in the di- 
rection of the gift-book of olden time, bettered 
and uplifted with the progress of intelligence 
and culture. It is the more necessary, there- 
fore, in these days, that booksellers should know 
their stock, and be ready to point out its solid 
qualities as well as its more superficial allure- 
ments. 

Most of the publishers report good sales, and 
a satisfactory tone of expectation is evident 
among the retail trade. One of the younger 
publishing houses, in fact, has done so weil with 
its books as practically to exhaust the editions 
possible to provide before the holidays, so that 
it has come to a standstill in its trade advertis- 
ing, and has reason only to advertise to the 
public in support of the booksellers. This is a 
happy consummation—except for THE PUBLISH- 
ERS’ WEEKLY—and gives earnest of confidence 
on the part of the retail trade and of the public 
that is most satisfactory. 

It is, of course, a mistake for retail dealers to 
over-order, but it is not less a mistake to under- 
order. The Christmas trade comes always with 
a rush, and books that cannot be had until 
cannot be sold on the last days

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL SOCIETIES. 


THE BIBLIOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY, of London, 
which was founded in 1892, counts among its 
members upwards of sixty Americans. In- 
deed, from its very inception the society in- 
cluded American members—the names of 
Beverley Chew, Theodore L. De Vinne, Rob- 
ert Hoe, and the late Justin Winsor, as well as 
two or three other prominent librarians, being 
found in its first list of members. Among the 
English members were most of the British Mu- 
seum men, William Morris, Joseph Pennell, 
and other well-known names, including the 
best-known librarians, collectors, and _ pub- 
lishers. In 1894 it was decided to limit the 
membership in the society to 300. A. W. 
Pollard, of the British Museum, was appointed 
the London secretary of the society, and Er- 
nest Dressel North, of Charles Scribner's Sons, 
in New York, the American secretary, There 
are also fifteen candidate, or honorary, mem- 
bers, who enjoy all the privileges of regular 
members except that of voting. 

The principal objects of the Bibliographical 
Society, whose members are convinced of the 
fact that bibliography is rapidly becoming an ex- 
act science and that their society has a great fu- 
ture before it are: (1) the acquisition of informa- 
tion upon subjectsconnected with bibliography; 
(2) the promotion and encouragement of biblio- 
graphical studies and researches; (3) the print- 
ing and publishing of books connected with or 
relating to bibliography; and (4) the founding 
of a library of reference and bibliographical 
works. : 

The society has thus far published and dis- 
tributed free of cost to its members six illus- 
— monographs: 

. ** Erhard Radolt and his work at Ven- 
ee ” by Gilbert R. Redgrave. 

2 ‘Jan Van Doesburgh, Printer at Ant- 
werp ” by Robert Proctor.

4. ‘‘' The Early Printers of Spain and Portu- 
gal,”” by Konrad Haebler. 

5. ‘‘A Reprint of the text of ‘Le Chevalier 
Déliberé,’” by Olivier dela Marche, with preface 
by Dr. F. Lippmann, and the illustrations of 
the edition of Schiedam.

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6. ‘‘ The First Paris Press, an account of 
the books printed for G. Fichet and J. Heynlin 
in the Sorbonne, 1470-1472,” by A. Claudin. 

Besides these monographs, which are ju- 
diciously and often lavishly illustrated, there 
have been issued two volumes of ‘‘ Hand Lists of 
Early English Printers,” 1501-1556; a ‘‘ Classi- 
fied Index to the Serapeum" (popularly known 
as Naumann’s Serapeum,) by Robert Proctor; 
and, ‘‘Robert Wyer, Printer and Bookseller,” 
by Henry R. Plomer. 

The meetings of the society are held monthly, 
from October to June, inclusive, on the third 
Monday in each month. The annual subscrip- 
tion:to the society is one guinea,. payable 
in advance. The first meeting of the 1898-99 
session will be held on the 2tst inst., on which 
occasion H. S. Ashbee will read a paper on 
‘‘Some Books about Cervantes.”’ The next 
annual meeting will be held on December: 19, 
and will be followed by a short paper by F. 
Shum on “' Early Bath Books.” 

At the various meetings many valuable and 
interesting papers have been read, all of which 
have, been reprinted in the volumes of trans- 
actions, issued from time to time, and sent to 
the members. Four of these have been pub- 
lished thus far, the latest volume bearing 
date of July, 1898. Among the papers re- 
printed is one by Henry B. Wheatly on ‘' The 
Present Condition of English Bibliography, 
and Suggestions for the Future.” Another 
interesting paper was that on ‘‘ Incunabula,” 
read by L. J. Aldrich, of the British Museum. 
The interest of a paper on ‘‘ The Ideal Book.” 
may be gathered from the fact thatit was read 
by the owner of the Kelmscott Press, the late 
William Morris. Charles J. Jacobi, of the Chis- 
wick Press, read a practical paper on the 
‘“Pr'nting of the Modern Book,” and Joseph 
Pennell discoursed upon “ English book illus- 
trations of 1860’’—~a period when English illus- 
trations reached the highest point of artistic 
excellence. Other interesting papers were 
‘The Lutheran Press at Wittenberg,” by G. 
F. Barwich; a ‘‘ List of Books and Papers on 
Printers and Printing,” by Talbot B. Reed, 
and ‘‘ English Books Printed Abroad,” by A. 
W. Pollard. 

While Aidliegraphica, the English quarterly, 
which was published by Kegan Paul, Trench, 
Triibner & Co. for a period of three years, 
was inno senseconnected with or issued bythe 
Bibliographical Society, yet a glance at its 
table of contents, as a writer in the New York 
7imes points out, will show that more than half 
of the papers there published were written by 
members of the society,and it is more than 
probable that without exaggeration the ma- 
jority of subscribers to the society were also 
subscribers tothe quarterly. 

The society’s library is growing slowly, both 
through purchase and by gifts from members, 
and will no doubt in good time become a valu- 
able feature of its work. Two rough lists of 
its volumes have already been issued to mem- 
bers, and many recent additions have been 
made. 

The president of the society isthe Right Hon. 
the Earl of Crawford, who succeeded Dr. Gar- 
nett, of the British Museum, at the last annual 
meeting. Perhaps the most interesting of the 


books promised for the present year is an illus- 


trated monograph by Henry B. Wheatly, on 
‘‘ Portraits in English Books.”’ 





The success of the Bibliographical Society 
has encouraged Fedor von Zobelitz, the editor 
of the Zeitschrift fiir Biicherfreunde, to call into 
life a similar society in Germany. Steps have 
been taken to complete an organization which, 
very likely, will have its home in Berlin, and 
its mouthpiece in the Zeitschrift fiir Biicher- 
freunde. 


COMPARATIVE LITERATURE SOCIETY. 


THE COMPARATIVE LITERATURE SOCIETY’S 
programme for the year is just published. It 
includes two addresses in ‘‘ Celtic Literature,”’ 
by the Right Rev. Monsignor Thomas Conaty, 
rector of the Catholic University of America; 
and ten studies of ‘‘ Folk Lore,” by scholars of 
distinction. All these will be given on Satur- 
day mornings. There will also be two evening 
addresses, the first by T. W. Higginson, on 
‘*Men I Have Met,’ the second, by Charles 
Eliot Norton on ‘‘ The Worth of Poetry to the 
Business Man.” The first morning session 
this season was held on the 12th inst., when 
T. W. Higginson delivered an address on 
‘* America in Contemporary Literature.” 

The society was organized in 1897, and has 
now a membership of 300. Its council con- 
sists of H. H. Furness, T. W. Higginson, W. 
D. Howells, R. H. Stoddard, and Charles Dud- 
ley Warner, with Charles Sprague Smith man- 
aging director. Membership is open to ali on 
payment of the annual fee of $10. The lec- 
tures of the society are given in Carnegie 
Lyceum. ’ 





THE SCRIBNER EXHIBITION OF BOOK- 
BINDINGS. 


AN unusually rich collection of fine book- 
bindings is now shown by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, at their annual exhibition of this branch 
of artistic work. Asin former seasons, care has 
been taken to secure examples of the highest 
skill of the best English, French, and American 
binders. Nearly all the well-known masters 
of the craft have sent specimens, and there are 
some new binders represented this year whose 
work gives promise of much merit. Among 
the binders represented are Marius Michel, 
Chambolle-Duru, Meunier, The Guild of Wom- 
en Bookbinders of London, Riviére, Zaehns- 
dorf; The Doves Bindery, Cobden-Sanderson, 
Stoakley, Miss Prideaux, Chivers, Stikeman, 
Miss Bulkley—a new binder and a pupil of the 
late Miss Nordhoff—Zahn, and Dudley & 
Hodge. 

In connection with the specimens of fine 
binding a number of rare first editions of 
famous works are shown which will interest 
book-lovers. The exhibition will remain open 
until and during November 23. 





WAR TAX ON COPYRIGHT. 


THE INTERNAL REVENUE COMMISSION has 
ruled that certificates of copyright are for pri- 
vate and personal use and are subject to a tax 
of ten cents under the wartax. Commissioner 
Scott construes the law to be that the stamps 
shall be affixed by the officer issuing the certifi- 
cate, but paid for by those to whom such certifi- 
cates are issued. 
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INJUNCTION AGAINST ‘‘ REMINGTON’S 
FRONTIER SKETCHES.” 


JupcE LacomsgE, of the United States Circuit 
Court, for the Southern District of New York, 
issued a temporary injunction on the 16th inst. 
against the American News Company in an 
injunction brought by Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
and Frederic Remington, to restrain the News 
‘Company from selling a book entitled ‘‘ Rem- 
ington’s Frontier Sketches.” it is claimed 
in the bili of complaint that this book of 
sketches is an infringement of the copyright 
covering ‘‘ Personal Recollections of Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles,” a book which was published by 
the Werner Company, of Akron, Ohio, and 
which was copyrighted by General Miles in 
1896. The alleged infringing book purports to 
be published by the Werner Company. It 
consists of facsimile reproductions of fifteen 
sketches made by Frederic Remington as illus- 
trations of General Miles’s book. 

The temporary injunction is accompanied by 
an order, returnable November 25, directing the 
American News Company to show cause why an 
injunction should not issue pending the action. 
It is understood that other booksellers will be 
proceeded against. Suit will also be begun 
against the Werner Company. 


ANGLO-AMERICAN COPYRIGHT. 


THE London 7imes published on the morning 
of the 15th inst. a letter from the Secretary of 
the Copyright Association, who appeals to the 
Anglo-American Commission at Washington 
to endeavor to induce the United States to re- 
peal the manufacturing clauses of the Copy- 
right Act of 1891, which, he says, would bea 
‘‘ valuable proof of the sincerity of the good- 
will the United States now displays toward 
England.”

Jupce LowELL, of the United States Circuit 
Court, held in Boston, Mass., on November 4, 
declined to issue a preliminary injunction to 
restrain the defendants in the case of S. W. 
Tilton vs. Eben D. Jordan, e¢ a/., from the 
alleged infringement of the plaintiff's copyright 
on the book entitled ‘‘ The Age of Fable; or, 
Beauties of Mythology, by Thomas Bulfinch.” 


MAY REPRINT 


A NOVEL BOOK EXHIBITION. 


THE CENTURY ComPANY has taken possession 
of the show windows of a number of vacated 
stores at the Northwest corner of Fifth Avenue 
and Twenty-sixth Street, and there givesa strik- 
ing and original exhibition of books, pictures, 
manuscripts, and mementos of the late Span- 
ish-American War, together with many pieces 
of literary and artistic work which deal with 
other themes. One of the windows is given 
up to the new books issued by The Century 
Company—Dr. Weir Mitchell’s ‘‘ Frangois,” 
Mrs. Burton Harrison’s ‘‘Good Americans,” 
etc. The other is devoted to Zhe Century, es- 
pecially the November number, in which is 
begun a remarkable series of papers on the 
late war. Here are Miss Cecilia Beaux’s por- 
traits, from life,of Admiral Sampson and Lieu- 
tenant Hobson, and the originals of other 
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illustrations by well-known artists; the flag 
and pennant of the captain's gig of the Maine, 
loaned by Captain Sigsbee; a part of the man- 
uscript of Hobson’s account of the sinking of 
the Merrimac; sign-boards, etc., from Porto 
Rico; and the original of Grasset’s ‘‘ Alexander 
the Great” magazine cover-design. Eight 
large windows, running along Twenty-sixth 
Street towards Broadway, are given up to dif- 
ferent publications of the same house: the first 
to St. Nicholas; the next to the Century Dic- 
tionary, Cyclopedia, and Atlas; the third to 
Timothy Cole’s engravings from the Old Mas- 
ters, surrounding Wyatt Eaton’s oil portrait of 
the engraver; and the fourth to the Civil’War 
Series, authorized ‘‘ Life of Lincoln,” ‘‘ Mem- 
oirs’’ of General Grant, etc., with the bronze 
death-mask of Lincoln, autographs of Grant, 
Lee, McClellan, Mosby, etc., and the manu- 
script of ‘‘ We are Coming, Father Abraham!” 
and of Stedman’s Lincoln poem. The fifth 
window is bright with the red morocco covers of 
Sloane’s monumental ‘‘ Napoleon Bonaparte,” 
flanked by the water-color paintings made to 
illustrate it. The other three windows are 
filled with children’s books, original designs 
for posters, diplomas from the Paris and Chi- 
cago expositions, views of Zhe Century office, 
etc. Changes will be made from time to time, 
during this month and December, in the objects 
displayed in this unique gallery of art and 
literature. 


WORK OF THE NEW YORK BIBLE SO- 
CIETY. 


THE seventy-fourth annual report of the 
New York Bible Society for the year just clos- 
ing contains a large amount of information 
connected with the work of the society in dis- 
tributing Bibles and Testaments in the city 
of New York. Special work has been done in 
the camps and on the field among the soldiers 
and at the navy yard among the sailors. 
Among the distributions for the year were: 
Public institutions, churches, and Sunday- 
schools, 12,618 volumes; among 205,422 im- 
migrants arriving. 22,640 volumes; to sailors. 
in the harbor, 5,260 volumes; to soldiers and 
sailors, 10,986 volumes. The total distribu- 
tion for the year was 54,091 volumes. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


EDWARD P. WILLIAMS, member of the firm of 
Williams Brothers, publishers of cheap editions 
of novels in New York, died in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
on the 2dinst., aged 82. His firm also published 
two weekly papers in Boston— 7%e Yankee and 
Uncle Sam.

THE well-known Canadian author and poet, 
Mrs. Sarah A. Curzon, died at Toronto, Canada, 
on the 6th inst., aged 65. She was born in 
Birmingham, Eng., and. went to Canada when 
quite young. She was a contributor to Ameri- 
can, Canadian, and British periodicals. She 
wrote a few years ago a drama called ‘‘ Laura 
Secord,’’ thetitle taking the name of the heroine 
of 1812 who walked all night through the woods 
from the Niagara frontier to Stony Creek, near 
Hamilton, to notify the Canadians of the ap- 
proach of the American forces, driving a cow 
before her to divert suspicion.

MAURICE HEWLETT, author of ‘*‘ The Forest 
Lovers,” has recently completed a story of 
medizval life which he entitles ‘‘ The Madonna 
of the Peach Tree.” 


ACCORDING to the London Bookman, J. M. 
Barrie has now written more than half of the 
sequel to ‘‘Sentimental Tommy.” The pro- 
visional title is ‘‘ The Celebrated Tommy,” but 
this may be changed. Mr. Barrie will not be 
able to finish the work in time for its appear- 
ance in Scribner's Magazine this year, but it 
will be begun in that periodical in 1goo. 


JusTiIn HunTLEY MCCARTHY, ex-member of 
the British Parliament and son of Justin Mc- 
Carthy, arrived in New York on the 12th inst. 
He comes to delivera series of lectures, be- 
ginning at Nashville, Tenn., and covering the 
South and West. Mr. McCarthy’s short his- 
tory of the United States will be published 
simultaneously in London and Chicago on the 
21st inst. 


ROSTAND is not altogether unlucky in his rela- 
tions with the American public. It is reported 
on the authority of the Doubleday & McClure 
Company that Richard Mansfield’s production 
of ‘‘Cyrano”’ is bringing in its author about 
$100 a day; and Miss Hall’s translation pays 
him royalty on each copy of the twelve thou- 
sand or so already sold. Heis said to have 
written toan American friend entirely disclaim- 
ing any dissatisfaction with this country. 


Or Count Tolstoy’s three daughters, the 
youngest is only fourteen years old. The 
oldest, whose name is Tatjana, is said to have 
shown considerable talent in painting, while 
the second daughter, Maria Lwowna, has nearly 
completed a drama, the hero of which isa young 
apostle of her father’s ideas, who falls in love 
with a woman of the world. The Count’s wife 
has also written some things, but has not cared 
to see them in print. . ‘‘ What figure would the 
Countess cut as an author by the side of the 
Count?’ she remarked toarecent visitor. She 
has, however, kept a diary for many years, 
which will prove of great value to biographers. 
She says that the letters written by and to the 
Count are not to be printed for fifty years to 
come.

THE CLARENDON Press (Henry Frowde) has 
recently published ‘‘ A Dictionary of Proper 
Names and Notable Matters in the Works of 
Dante,” by Paget Toynbee. 


D. C. HEATH & Co. have in press Fran- 
cisque Sarcey’s ‘‘Le Siége de Paris,” a new 
volume in their Modern Language Series. The 
selection is valuable from the historical point 
of view, and interesting in its picture of the 
varying emotions and the daily life of Paris, 
in the trying ordeal of 1870-71.

‘* From Reefer to Rear-Admiral,” by the late 
Rear-Admiral Benjamin F. Sands, isannounced 
by the Frederick A. Stokes Co. for publication 
early in 1899. Init are given the recollections 
of a busy naval life from 1828 to 1883, bringing 
in persons and events now historic. Farragut, 
Porter, Rodgers, Sands, Rowan, Ammen, Jen- 
kins, and Worden figure in it, as do Generals 
Jackson and Grant, Garibaldi, Dom Pedrot., 
and others. Incidents in the Mexican War, 
the War of the Rebellion, and the slave trade 
of the West African coast are narrated, and in 
general much interesting matter heretofore 
unpublished will fill the pages of the book. 


Forps, Howarp & HuLBERT, New York, 
will shortly publish a volume of stories by Miss 
Jeanne G. Pennington, whose little book of 
‘* Don’t Worry Nuggets” has been so widely 
circulated.

The portion devoted 
to James 1. contains chapters on Elizabeth’s 
funeral, on Shakspere, the Gunpowder Plot, 
the Hampton Court Conference, Bog of 
Lindsey, material progress in England, espe- 
cially in London, etc., with the annotations— 
exclamations—of the celebrated Smellfungus, 
while throughout there are glimpses of Carlyle’s 
great hero Oliver, ‘‘ gliding out and in, like 
the moon in a wet night.”
